Local woman calls book 
an invasion of her privacy 


A witness in the Paula Sims 
murdet case claims prosecutor 
Don Weber invaded her privacy 
when he co-authored a book 
about the case. 

Stephanie Ann Werner-Cook of 
Granite City is seeking more 
than $15,000 in damages. from 
Weber, the special prosecutor in 
the Case, and Signet Books, pub- 
lisher of *‘Precious Victims.”* 

But Weber, who wrote the 
book with St.Louis Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Charles Bosworth 
Jr., says Werner-Cook was 
“thrilled” to’ be included in the 
book 


“Weber was a Madison County 
assistant state’s attorney when 
he successfully prosecuted Sims 
for the first-degree murder of 
her 6-week-old daughter, Heath- 
er

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Mitchell man hurt in 
industrial accident

A Mitchell man’s life was on 
the line late Friday after an ear- 
ly morning industrial accident at 
Midwest Rubber’s Sauget plant 

Charles Michael Pritchet,_35, 
was listed in extremely critical 
condition Friday evening by St 
Louis University Hospital offi- 
cials 7 

Pritchet was transferred to St 
Louis University when his inju- 
Ties proved too extensive for St 
Mary’s Hospital in East St. Lou- 
is, officials said 

Midwest Rubber General Man- 
ager John Keserauskis said Fri- 
day the company was not 
responding to media inquiries. 

Rick Blevins, Sauget Fire 
Department safety officer, told 
the Journal his department was 
roused by a 911 dispatch at 4:30 
a.m. Friday. 

According to Blevins, Sauget 
firefighters arrived on the scene 
to find Pritchet trapped in heavy 
machinery. 





“Apparently, be had been try- 
ing to clean other machinery, 
but slipped through a floor 
plate,”” Blevins said. ‘‘His’ foot 
got caught in a screw convevor. 
aes it pulled him downto the 

ip. 

Blevins said the screw convey- 
or would have Hed Pritchet all 
the way through had his supervi- 
sor not shut the machinery 
down. Blevins did not know the 
Supervisor's name. 

“!We called for mutual assis- 
tance from : 
Camp Jackson fire departments 
for their jaws-of-life equipment,” 
Blevins said. He added that the 
other departments then had to 
call St. Louis Fire Department 
for a rescue unit with more pow- 
erful equipment 

“St. Louis sent a unit over, 


and they were able to cut the 
screw off of (Pritchet) and we 
got him out of there,” Blevins 





said. 

An ambulance carried Pritchet 
from the scene around 6:45 a.m., 
bound for St. Mary’s Hospital

Oliver Stone's new movie, 
“JFK,'' presents the premise 
that the assassination of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy was tied 
to a conspiracy involving gov- 
ernment: agencies and mem! 
of the military-industrial com- 
plex. The movie stars Kevin 
Costner as a federal investigator 
fighting against a government 
cover-up. 

. Williams said he had not seen 
“JK” and could not speculate 
on the merits of Stone’s theories. 
“But I think in recent years we 
haye become much more adept 
at identifying and stopping these 












‘shadow groups’ tied to the arms 
and military industries,”’ he 
said. 


Williams said Operation Ill 
Wind, the Wedtech scandal and 
the Iran-Contra scandal ‘‘prove 
that corruption could, and has, 
existed at high levels of govern- 
ment and industry.” 

But, Williams said, in the mod- 
ern world it is almost impossible 
for two people to conspire: with- 
out leaving a trail. 

Technology is getting better, 
Williams said, and investigators 
are SFetting better at using it. © 

Williams laughed at the mem- 

ory of Marine Lt. Col. Oliver 
North, faced with deleted files 
resurrected by computer special- 
ists, bemoaning, ‘I thought 
hen we hit the delete button it 
gone forever.’ 
In this information age, there 
are not many houses of cards 
that can hold sogether: very 
long,’’ Williams sai 

In the investigative field, Wil- 
liams said, there is some truth 
to the Sherlock Holmes-Moriarty 
concept of the worthy opponent. 

“There are different schools of 
thought. Some people despise the 
- people they ,inyestigate,”” Wil- 
liams said. 

“But the investigators I most 
admire, that_I think are most 
effective, are able to crawl 
inside the minds of the people 
they are investigating. They are 
able to identify the person's 
cleverness, the person's intelli- 
gence and develop some level of 
affection for the person. 











“They almost become the Lan 
son they are investigatin; say 
that person, they-are able to 
invent what must have happened 
and ther ean go out and find the 
facts to prove it.’” 

Williams compared abe. Re: 
cess to workil 
look at a hole in a ape penile and 
visualize the piece that goes 
there. Once you know what it is, 
_it!s easy to find.”’

While there, he covered he 
preferred the investigative half 
of his job better an the half 
spent protecting dignitaries 

When the U.S. Department of 
Labor formed an Office of Labor 
Racketeering to investigate ties 
between organized crime and 
organized labor, Williams 
jumped at the chance to move 
He eventually headed the Office 
of Labor Racketeering, dealing 
with organized crime at its very 
highest levels. 

From there, Williams went to 
the General Accounting Office, 
where he headed its Office of 
Special Investigations until 
appointed to his current position 
th the GAO, Williams’ inves- 
tigations included the Iran-Con- 
tra scandal, the failed nomina- 
tion of former Sen. John Tower 
of Texas as_ secretary of 
Defense, the Marine security 
guards involved in espionage at 
the U.S. embassy in Moscow and 
the El Salvador death squads. 

“I still think teaching is a 
great profession,’’ Williams said, 
adding that. he has done some 
teaching at colleges and the FBI 
academy. 

But Williams said he loves 
investigations. 

“Day to day, it's fascinating, 
Every day I’m learning new 
things and new skills. 

“T can’t imagine a profession 
that offers more chances to 
develop, individually, every 
day.”

U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
archaeologist Terry Norris. said 
the 23-foot-long remnant of the 
boat found at Alton is the stern 
section of a side-wheeler steam- 
boat that measured between 180 
and 220 feet ‘iong.

Bradley as suggesting that he 
and his ie had been ‘‘beaten 
up by their friends and neigh 

apparently in the men- 
tal-emolional sense. Angelides 
said that sounded like what he 
called the ‘‘paranoia’’ some 
péope in the broadcasting busi- 
ness develop. But he said-Brad- 
lé¥ had never said anything 
like that in his presence. 

Bradley could not be reached 
forecomment.
